Hello- 


They say there aren't any dumb questions- well, I'm going to 
test that theory! 


I'm trying to get my ARC-39 (AM only) on the air, but I'm having 
problems with my antenna- or at least I think I am. I'd be grateful for 
any assistance anyone can provide. Right now I'm just trying to make it 
work on 3885 kc, since I haven't rounded up any other crystals. 


The ARC-39 was installed in a variety of aircraft and utilized a 
simple, end-fed wire antenna- the length of the antenna varied with the 
dimensions of the airplane. The ARC-39 manual says nothing specific 
about antenna length, noting only that most aircraft antennas are 
electrically short and that the rig's rated power will be delivered into 
a 10 ohm, 200 uuf antenna. (I may have that capacitance wrong- I don't 
have the manual with me.) 


I've suspended a wire antenna about 40' long, not counting the 
lead-in, and here's where I think I'm running into a problem. The ARC-39 
manual says that the radio should be connected to the antenna 
feed-through by no more than two feet of wire. I'm assuming that the 
radiating portion of an aircraft antenna would begin immediately on the 
other side of the feed-through insulator. My lead-in is about eight feet 
long. 


The ARC-39 uses a single 6159 (12V filament 6146) PA tube. 
Following the tune-up procedure in the ARC-39 manual I'm able to get the 
prescribed reading for grid current. When I switch the meter to reading 
cathode current, no combination of antenna tap and PA load setting will 
bring the cathode current beyond half of what it's supposed to be. (And 
yep, I've tried a new tube- no difference.) And regardless of tuning, 
the meter shows *nox antenna current when I've tried calling CQ. 


Could it be that my combination of 40' antenna and long lead-in 
present a load that's beyond the antenna tuner's ability to match? It 
would be hard to shorten the lead-in, but my instinct is to shorten the 
suspended antenna wire. Does this make any sense? 


I'm probably failing to grasp something xreally*x fundamental 
here, but as I said I'd greatly appreciate any advice, and I don't mind 
being snickered at as long as you're tactful about it!

You really could use an RF bridge, Ian. If you use something like a GR 1608, you 
can see exactly what the antenna looks like to the TX at 3885. I suspect its 
impedance may so high at that frequency as to be essentially infinite, 

thus no loading indication. Have you run the TX into a dummy load? 

That will tell you whether the TX is working properly. If it loads 

into the dummy, then you need to do some troubleshooting and/or tuning of the 
antenna (lengthen/shorten/better ground plane/higher wire, etc.)

John, I saw one of your postings to the boatanchors list and thought you 
might be able to fill me in on a Hallicrafters model. I have a chance 
to pick-up an SX-96 from an estate but I not familiar with it and have 
never owned one. What do you know about the SX-96 and - say - how does 
it compare with the SX-100? Any comments would be helpful.

Well, the 2 are xexactlyx the same except SX-100 has 1) an antenna 
trimmer, 2) an 100 kHz xtal calibrator 3) IF notch filter. 


I've had both -96 & -100. 
Item 1 is good to have, I added one to my -96. 


2 is really important because, as with almost xallx general coverage SW 
rx's, dial calibration is just never all that good. You can use an 
outboard cal. sometime you see ss cal's at hamfests. I prefer a combo 100 
KHz/1 MHz calibrator for genl. coverage rx's. 


3. Is nice but not vital. It knocks out hetrodynes quite well. The notch 
is good--deep & narrow. Stock design mechanically restricts the frequency 
range of the notch. Very easy to defeat that & get wider range. 


Lacks: Mechanical, & to some extent electrical, stability lacking esp. as 
freq goes up. You can do some chassis stiffening yourself, helps. HF 
oscillator pulls way too much on 10 m. SSB/CW just about impossible there. 


I also added an HF oscillator section continuously-running heater like the 
SX-101A plus zener-regulated DC on HF osc. filament on all the time. Helps 
some. 


No product detector makes SSB reception sound lousy unless AGC is off & 
then you have to ride the RF gain. No SSB agc (slow decay) ditto. Can 
easily be added though, I have to mine. Just copy the -101A ct. Works 
excellently. 


To ice the cake, revise the AGC rectifier ct. to be like the -101A. It's 
a very easy mod, move/replace a few resitors & stuff. Gives the AGC 
channel full selectivity. 


Nice radios, very sensitive & about as selective as you can get w/o going 
to xtal or mech. filters thanks to 50 KHz IF freq. Will keep my -100.

Howdy folks.... 
The National HRO-M resurrection continues: 


Another member pointed out to me the missing heat shield that 

belonged in the type 697 power supply. Made one from a chunk of 

scrap metal and installed same. This shield is what keeps the 80 from 
overheating the filter caps. I'm still a little concerned about how 
hot it gets after running for an hour or so, might find me a tini-tiny 
fan and a board to mount it on and place it under the doghouse 

supply. Could be a nice fix with no mods. required. 


Finally found time to put the radio on the test bench; It needed about 
35 uV of 30% modulated AM at 10 MHz for good output... :-( 
Not great.... 


Eight hours later, the HRO has all new caps... Out with the wax papers 
and in with the mylar replacements... When I do this I unsolder all the 
old caps and resolder the new ones to the terminals properly... 

(Time to express a personal opinion; nothing makes me cringe like seeing 
a radio where someone sniped the old caps out and spliced new ones on 
the old wires... Always brings two thoughts to mind: First, it looks 
like hx*xl. Second, someone unwilling to do the job correctly, cut 

other corners too. Did he even have the right parts? bet he won't make 
a trip to get the xcorrectx part for that last couple. Same kind of 
thing with resistors, he will parallel a couple to get xclose enoughx 
instead of finding the correct part. END personal opinion.) The scarey 
part is he thinks the radio is more valuable that way. 


About 30% of the resistors were replaced while I was in it anyway. 

If I had to clean the connection, and a resistor was on it, it was 
replaced while I was there. I use the nice flameproof metal film 
types, mainly in 1 and 2W versions. They are rated for higher voltages 
than the cheaper carbon films. The replacements I use are generally 

% tolerance. You don't need that for BA's, but it's nice to know 

they are very close to spec. 


Only other major problem was two 10 uF 50V can type caps under the chassis. 
Replacements for these are tiny! In the HRO, both of these have a 

mounting tab or strip along one side. 

They look sorta like this: (side view)

Metal can, positive tab out one end, mounting strip is neg. terminal. 
That's the original ones. They are *xriveted* to the chassis on both 
ends of the mounting strip. DO NOT SCREW UP LIKE I DID AND DRILL THE 


RIVETS FROM BELOW! One rivet on both of them is *underx the IF cans... :-( 
Now I have loose pieces of metal *IN*x one of my IF cans... :-( 
I learned after the first one... The second was just disconnected and 


the replacement wired from the tube socket to a nearby ground lug. 
<sigh> Sooner or later I'm going to have to go into that IF transformer 
on a fishing expedition... 


Anyway, fired the radio up just a while ago. Results without realinement: 
Good audio level at 2.5 uV 30% modulation 10MHzZ carrier... 
Order of magnitude plus improvement in usable sensitivity... :-) 


Another minor screw up somewhere, or a circuit problem of some kind 
to be chased next session: AGC doesn't work anymore... :-( 


Stay tuned for the next installment, when you get to hear Larry say: 
"Where is that $%&dHEk!!! AGC signal gone now!" 


"Here AGC voltage... Nice AGC voltage... Come to papa you little dHEb$%!"
